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The "special technical feature" of claims 1 to 17 relates to "a stretched 
polytetraf luoroethylene porous article having fine pores formed therein 
wherein fine pores having a pore diameter greater than the average pore 
diameter of said stretched polytetraf luoroethylene porous article are 
formed by the irradiation with a pulse laser beam having a pulse width 
of 10 picoseconds or less, and a fine porous structure of the wall surface 
of said fine pore is not broken and is substantially retained; and a method 
for producing the stretched polytetraf luoroethylene porous article". 

The "special technical feature" of claims 18 to 27 relates to 
"a method of ablation machining wherein a material to be machined is 
supported on a support and then said material to be machined is irradiated 
with a pulse laser beam, which comprises using a support having a portion, 
with which said material to be machined does not contact, in a region 
corresponding to a target machining region of the material to be machined 
as the support " . 

These inventions have no technical relationship involving one or more 
of the same or corresponding special technical features, and therefore 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept
